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‘| ABSOLUTE TRUTH 


Thaw Thus Pronounces Testi- 


mony of His Wife 


HJS ‘SECOND STATEMENT” 


Delivered to Newspaper Men In 
an Interesting Manner--Evans 
Admits Thaw Was 
When He Wrote Letters 


Insane 


«New York, March 1.—Harry K. 
Thaw enlivened an extremely dull ses- 
sion of his trial in the supreme court 
by giving out to newspaper men a brief 
statement in which he accused District 
Attorney Jerome of having made un- 
professional remarks in court, asserted 
that his wife’s testimony was absolute 
truth and in conclusion declared that 
Mrs. Thaw’s natural and real goodness 
was above the comprehension of 
prosecuting ofticer. 

It was just before adjournment was 
taken for the day and after many long 
hours of wearisome expert testimony 
as to the sane or insane meaning of ex- 
tracts from eight letters written by the 
defendant and heretofore read in evi- 
dence that Thaw caused the sensation 
by giving out his statement in court. 
The circumstances attending the de. 
livery of the statement to the newspa- 
per men were about as juteresting as 
the statement itself, which reads: 

“This is Mr. Thaw’s second state 
ment since Aug. 10. 

“With chances millions to one against 
her after the catastrophe in 1901, it is 
wonderful that Mrs. H. K. Thaw pre 
vailed in the cross-examination against 
the prosecution, backed by blacklegs. 

“Her testimony was absolute truth. 

“Our evidence was of conversations. 
The cross-examination has proved the 
exact facts under oath. 

“Mr. Jerome, finding his informants 
in certain lines falsifiers, concluded by 
miore usua] methods, which is to his 
eredit. 

“However, from some of his questions 
and some of his unprofessional re- 
marks in court, it appeared clearly that 
the natural and real goodness of the 
witness is above his comprehension.” 

Thaw began the preparation of this 
statement Wednesday afternoon. One 
of the newspaper tables adjoins the 
table occupied by his counsel, and a 
reporter sitting near the defendant read 
over the latter’s shoulder the two 
opening paragraphs. 

When the papers appeared Wednes- 
day with the extracts from his state- 
ment printed in display type, Thaw 
was much chagrined. Yesterday in 
court he took the reporter totask. He 
said he had rot intended making the 
statement public until the «nd of the 
trial. He further asserted that many 
mistakes appeared in the portion of the 
statement which was published and 
added that he might make a correction 


later. 
Weduesday night in his cell in the 
Tombs Thaw completed his statement 


and yesterday, after he had spoken to 
the reporter who had looked over his 
shoulder, he handed the original draft 
to another reporter whom he has known 
for many weeks and in whom he had 
Implicit confidence. He also handed 
the newspaper man a brown envelope. 

“Seal the statement up in this en- 
velope,” said Thaw, ‘“‘and write your 
name across the flap. I am going to 
bave some typewritten copies made, 
and when they are completed I want 
you to compare them with the original 
and if they are all right they will be 
given out.” 

Daniel O'Reilly, one of Thaw’s law- 
yers, said later that he also had a copy 
of Thaw’s statement, but would not 
give it out until the defendant directed 
him to do so. Late in the afternoon 
the typewritten copies suddenly ap- 
peared in court. Attention was first 
attracted to them by Thaw handing a 
carbon copy to his newspaper friend 
and asking him to compare it with the 
original. 

Four or five other copies lay on the 
counsel table in front of the defendant. 
One of the reporters réached over, 
picked up the copies and hastily left 
the courtroom. He was quickly fol- 
lowed by other reporters. The copies 
and the original were exact and Thaw 
then said he was content to have the 
statement released as a correction to 
the garbled statement which appeared 
Thursday morning. 

Clifford Hartridge, of Thaw’s coun- 
se], and Mr. Delmas declared later they 
had no knowledge of the statement 
having been prepared or given out. 

Dr. Britton D. Evans, the alienist, 
was in the witness chair all day under- 
going cross-examination at the hands 
of Jerome. 

Dr. Evans and Jerome spent the en- 
tire day in going over eight letters 
written by Thaw and culling out of 
them excerpts on which Evans based 
his expressed belief that they were 
written by a person of unsound mind. 

“Do you mean an insane person?’

The above was the essence of the 
day’s work. Mr. Jerome seemed as in- 
ferested as the expert in searching out 
the phrases in the letters which might 
be construed as the writings of an in- 
sane man, and for the first time the 
jurors were permitted thoroughly to ex- 
amine photographic copies of the let- 
ters. The district attorney's attitude in 
this direction again led to the circula- 
tion of rumors that he intends to pave 
the way, if possible, for a commission 
in lunacy.

The witness repeated his testimony 
of Wednesday as to the transfer of the 
Alton from the railroad company to the 
railway company through Louis Stan 
ton, and said that it was evident from 
the books that the syndicate had 
simply handed over the $22,000,000 i1 
bonds and had received the preferred 
stock and the St. Louis, Peoria and 
Northern property. Commissioner Lane 
then asked the witness how much the 
Harriman interests had paid for the 
Chicago and Alton and how much they 
got out of the transaction. Hilliard had 
no means of knowing. °

SPOONER RESIGNS 


Senator From Wisconsin to Re- 
sume the Practice ot Law 

Washington, March 4—Senator 
Spooner has written a letter to Govern- 
r Davidson of Wisconsin, tendering 
his resignation as a senator of the 
United States, to take effect May 1 next. 
The letter was dated Saturday, but the 
fact that such a letter had been written 
or that Spooner contemplated resigning 
did not become known in the senate un- 
til late Sunday, when it created great 
surprise, and the Wisconsin senator at 
once found himself the subject of many 
anxious inquires. 

To all he replied that his mind was 
fully made up. He had found, he said, 
that to continue in his present position 
would require a sacrifice on his part 
that he could not justify himself in 
making. In reply to questions he said 
he would resume the practice of the 
law, but declined to say whether or 
not he would be located in Wisconsin. 
He did say, however, that he would 
continue to be a citizen of that state as 
long as he lives. 

The law does not require that a re 
signing senator should do more than 
Spooner has done, but some senators 
who have resigned have given notice 
to the senate.

Box 445 was followed by an alarm

445. Box 62 in Milton was also pulled. 

Chief Choate of the Milton fire de- 
partment was early on the scene and 
volunteered the services of his depart- 
ment, which were readily accepted. 
Milton responded with a _ steamer, 
truck, combination wagon, hose 
wagon and chemical, and did excel- 
lent work which was appreciated. 

The water supply was excellent al- 
though all the water was taken from 
the Adams street main. The ice 
houses are situated at a low level and 
almost under the Third hill reser- 
voir. There were two streams from 
the hydrant directly in front of the 
house, two from in front of the 
Eaton house, two from in front of the 
Robertson house and two from the 
hydrant at the corner of Common 
street. The Quincy steamer drafted 
from the ice pond near the culvert and 
played two. streams. The Milton 
steamer replaced one of the hydrant 
streams in front of the Eaton house 
and played two powerful streams. 

M was the most spectacular fire in 
Quincy for a long time there being a 
brilliant illumination from 7.30 until 
nearly 9 o'clock. There were six ice 
houses, each about 100x36. Three of 
these were side by side fronting on 
Adams street, and three adjoining in 
the rear but facing the pond and 
boulevard. Thus the houses covered 
about half an acre and theré were 26 
feet of ice in each house. It was ex- 
pected to fill the houses today, and 
it is thought that the fire started from 
a spark from the engine being used 
for power. 

Over a thousand people were at- 
tracted to the scene who found the 
new boulevard and the slope of Third 
hill advantageous points from which 
to view the conflagration. It is almost 
impossible to check an ice house fire 
after it once gets a good start, and 
the fire burned first one roof and 
then another. The loss on buildings, 
which were owned by the heirs of the 
Eaton family, was $5,000 to $6,000 but 
would cost more to replace. The loss 
on ice was total and will foot up 
$10,000 to $12,000. The ice was in- 
sured for $1,000 but application had 
been made for $6,000 more. 

At 9 P. M. the fire was under con- 
trol, but it was not until 9.40 that the 
recall was sounded. When Chief 
Litchfield left an hour later he sta- 
tioned four firemen on guard with 
two lines of hose, and it was well he 
did, for there were slight fires later. 
It was 1 A, M. before these firemen 
relinquished their post.

When Coroner Schwannecke — re- 
ecived the verdict he turned to the jury 
and asked: 

“Can you gentlemen find any individ- 
ual responsible?” 

“There is our verdict,” returned the 
foreman. 

“Then,” answered the coroner, “I 
will hold the entire board of directors 
of the New York Central and also the 
president.” 

Chis verdict was rendered last night 
after two weeks’ investigation by the 
coroner and a jury, during which many 
witnesses have been called.

St, Petersburg Experiences a Dan- 


gerous Demonstration 


CROWD OF ABUUT 40,000 


—_——— 


Command to **Fire’?’ Would Have 
Precipitated a Massacre--Or- 
der Restored by Large Force ot 
Cossacks Armed With Lances 
St. Petersburg, March 6.—The open- 

ing of the duma, or lower house of the 
Russian parliament, alihough in itself 
devoid of incident, was made the occa- 
sion of a great revolutionary demon- 
stration by the St. Petersburg pro 
letariat and the students of the city, 
which resulted in several encounters 
between the police and the populace and 
more or less serious injury to a nuniber 
of the latter. The situation was such 
that the authorities finally were forced 
to fill the streets with military patrols, 
ac in the ominous days of the Trepoff 
regime. 

After the adjournment of the house 
a tumultous crowd, estimated to num- 
ber close to 40,000 persons, with red 
banners flying and accompanied by the 
musie of revolutionary chants, started, 
like the followers of Father Gapon on 
Jan. 22. 1905, toward the central quar- 
ter of the city, where the winter palace 
of the ezar is located. Few elements 
of the prelude of “Red Sunday” were 
lacking, and the command “Fire” 
would have precipitated a similar mas- 
sacre. 

But the present prefect of St. Peters- 
burg. General Dracheffski, followed an- 
other course and dispersed the proces- 
sion by charges of mounted gendarmes 
armed with whips, and by an imposing 
| display of force he prevented the dem- 
onstrators from re-forming. 

During the long hours of the morn- 
ing and afternoon the police guarding 
the Tauride palace acted with great 
| forbearance. giving the spectators a free 
| rein in singing and cheering, and only 
interfering to prevent the people from 
forcing their way into the palace. 

When the deputies emerged after the 
adjournment the temper of the crowd 
was fired by speeches from Social 
Revolutionary members, a dozen of 
whom mounted the shoulders of their 
followers and harangued those pres- 
ent upon the necessity of organizing to 
support parliament against the govern- 
ment. The general revolutionary motto 
“Through Figbt Our Right’ was adopt- 
ed as a general slogan, and simultane- 
ously red handkerchiefs began to flutter 
ubove the heads of the crowd and then 
the banuers appeared like 
magic. 

The crowd, singing the “Marseillaise” 
and battle songs of the Russian revolu- 
tion, moved slowly down the broad 
Fourchltadtskaia avenue, stopping at in- 
tervals to listen to speeches and to sing

where a small force of gendarmes made 
an attempt to disperse the people, but 
soon fell back in face of the resolute 
bearing of the manifestants who fol- 
lowed them with cries of “hangmen, 
bioodhounds.” 

In the meanwhile the authorities had 
hastily concenttated a strong force of 
gendarmes, Which charged the bead of 
the procession when it reached the 
Litoiny Prospect. one of the main busi- 
ness avenues of the city. The gend- 
armes plied their whips vigorously and 
iz, one case used the flats of their sabres, 
The crowd attempted to reassemble in 
front of the detention prison, where 
hundreds of political prisoners are con 
fined, and again in front of the gen 
eral court building. where the political 
trials are held, but in each instance it 
was dispersed.

TO DEFEAT POLICE BILL 


Measure Designed to Give New 

York Commissioner Greater 
Power Opposed by His Lusp:e- 
tors, Who May Lose Jobs 
Albany, March 6.—Coincident with 
the arrival of 
Bingham of New York to urge, 
three inspectors of police to oppose the 


Police Commissioner 


and 


police bills now pending before the leg- 
islature, which are designed to give the 
commissioner control] of the discipline 
of the force, a scandal has broken out 
over the collection of a corruption fund 
by the police to defeat the measure. 
Specific and detailed information with 
reference to the collection of this 
money and the plans for its use has 
been sent here. 

The charge is that one inspector of 
police in New York collected $750 from 
11 gambling houses and other illegal 
resorts in New York city. It is alleged 
that this collection was made with tite 
avowed purpose of bribing legislators 
to vote against the bill, and that the 
original assessment was $500, to which 
an extra $250 was added for “expenses 
in New York city.” It is, of course, 
charged that the assessment was levied 
on the hundreds of illegal resorts, and 
that in this way a fund of upwards of 
$200,000 was collected. But there 
seems to be reason to believe that in 
11 cases special information has been 
secured of the collection. 

It is further declared that the fund 


; thus collected has been placed on de- 


posit at a Jersey City trust company, 
thus keeping the scandal out of the 
state and preventing the possibility of 
the payment of money at the state cap- 
itol arousing suspicion, Members who 
vote against the bills are to be paid by 
drafts upon the trust company, but if 
they prefer to get their money in more 
remote parts of New Jersey it will be 
urranged. The publication of these de- 
tails has caused a sensation here. 

In the course of the hearing on the 


so-called Bingham bill yesterday af- 
ternoon Commissioner Bingham dis- 


covered three of his inspectors, Hussy, 
Walsh and Baldavin, in the room, and 
promptly challenged the propriety of 
their appearance against the measure. 
Pointing to the chairs, he said: 

“Two men that I made have the 
nerve to come up here and oppose this 
bill. There sits a third (pointing to 
Walsh) in whose district I made a raid 
over his Lead last Saturday night upon 
a pool room whici had been in opera 
tion for 10 days.” 

The Bingham measure contemplates 
abolishing permanent inspectors, leav- 
ing the choice of those officers to the 
commissionci.

After a brief discussion the meeting 
voted that it is the sense of the 
Quincy Board of Trade that the toll 
rate for telephone service from Quincy 
to Boston should be reduced to five 
and that there should be no 
change in districts as proposed. 

The following committee was ap- 
pointed to this end: President T. L. 
Williams, H. S. Barker and A. W. 
Parker. 

Representative Sandberg brought 
up the so-called Burnett bill in the 
Legislature which seeks to reduce the 
single fare tickets on railroad. It 
contains a requirement that the fare 
for a single ticket shall not exceed 
ten per cent. of the minimum fare 
by trip tickets. 

After some discussion pro and con 
the bill was endorsed, and the fol- 
lowing committee was appointed to 
appear in favor: T. L. Williams, J. 
R. Richards, J. W. Pratt, E. W. 
Branch and A. L. Whitman. 

The committee on the annual ban- 
held March 12 in Quincy 
reported that they had 
been very fortunate in securing as 
speakers, Congressman-elect O'’Con- 
nell, Speaker Cole and Representa- 
tive Luce of the Legislature and others. 
There had been a good demand for 
tickets, but all members were urged 
to sell as many as possible as ex- 
penses were heavy.

Patrons of railroads who now en- 
joy a fare below two cents a mile 
should be careful in asking for re- 
duction. The following statement is 
authorized on behalf of the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad: 

““Ohio being a pioneer state in the 
enactment of two-cent fare laws, its 
experience is constantly referred to 
in the discussion of a similar law in 
Pennsylvania. In Ohio excursion 
rates, clerical rates, and special rates 
of all kinds have been almost en- 
tirely withdrawn. The state now 
pays twice as much for transportation 
of the national guard as it did be- 
fore the two-cent law was passed. 

“Ohio’s experience bears out the 
prediction that the effect of a two- 
cent law in Pennsylvania will be the 
raising of rates which are now below 
that figure. 

“This will mean in the case of the 


Pennsylvania railroad that 72 1-2 per 
cent. of its patrons, who now pay 
less than two cents a mile, will pay 
more, 


The beneficiaries will be the 27°1-2 
per cent. of occasional travellers who 
now pay 2 1-2 cents a mile.”

BOOKS IN THE HOME. 
The Way Children Should Be Taught 
to Use Them. 

Children should early be taught the 
proper way to open and hold a book. 
All heavy books require especial care. 
When too heavy for the hand, they 

should rest on a table or a stand. 

No one ever should be allowed to 
lean upon an open book. The books 
that can be handled without effort 
should be allowed to rest with their 
backs in the palm of the hand while 
one {js reading. This, of course, applies 
to books with fine bindings. 

It is taken for granted that every 
house, as a matter of course, will have 
at least one Bible and one copy of 
Shakespeare as indispensable furnish- 
ings. Next come an unabridged dic- 
tionary and a complete atlas of the 
world. The next book is a classical 
dictionary. 

Any standard book of prose and poet- 
{cal quotations comes next in impor- 
tance in the family library. A book of 
English synonyms follows in order of 
desirability. 

Popular nature books are delightful, 
particularily where there are children 
to enjoy the information about stars 
and plants and animals, 

The children should be taught how 
to use reference books, to look up 
meanings, spellings, places, and so on 
The habit of looking up whatever 
needs greater elucidation augurs well 
for good culture and education. The 
child that has acquired it requires but 
little going to school in order to sur- 
pass those who have expensive school- 
ing, but no training in the use of ref- 
erence books.—Exchange.

Shop Fire 


The alarm from Box 445 at 8.46 Thurs- 
day night called the fire department to 
a lively blaze in a blacksmith shop 
owned by the Quincy Quarries Co. lo- 
cated at the Dell quarry. 

Jast what caused the fire is at present 
unknown, but when the department ar- 
rived it was burning briskly and the 
blaze illuminated the sky so that it 
could be seen for miles. Some difficul- 
ty was experienced getting water onto 
the fire as there is no hydrant very near 
the location of,the building. 

This unavoidable delay gave the fire a 
good start and the building was _practi- 
cally destroyed. In the building there 
was‘ large number of valuable touls 
used about the quarry. Some of these 
were ruined, while others can be made 
useful again, 

The building, which was of wood, 
was valued at $500, and was a total loss. 
The value of the contents is estimated 
at between $600 and $700, and the loss 
wil! perhaps be $300. The recall sound- 
ed at 10 o’clock. 

Near the burning building was a 
small building in which was kept a 
quantity of powder and dynamite. 
Sparks were constantly falling on this 
building and there was some danger of 
an explosion. This would certainly 
have been the result had the building 
taken fire. Chief Litchfield realized

PRECOCIOUS JOHN DAVY. 


Childhood Incident of the Author of 
“The Bay of Biscay.” 

An interesting anecdote of the youth 
of John Davy, who composed the fa- 
mous song “The Bay of Biscay,” shows 
how decided and precocious was this 
musician’s aptitude for the art he ulti- 
mately practiced with artistic if not 
financial success. John Davy was born 
near Exeter in 1765. At the age of six 
he evinced a passion for music, which 
he sought every means of gratifying. 
He was in want of a musical instru- 
ment and determined to provide him- 
self with one of however rough a na- 
ture. So from a neighboring smithy 
he purloined twenty to thirty horse- 
shoes. From these he selected as many 
as formed a complete octave and, hay- 
ing suspended them in an upper room, 
amused himself by imitating upon 
them the chimes of the neighboring 
church of Crediton. 

By these and other means he obtain- 
ed a knowledge of music which some 
thirty years later enabled him to pro- 
duce many dramatic pieces and such 
songs as “Just Like Love,” “The Death 
of the Smuggler’ and “The Bay of 
Biscay,” only the last of which has re 
mained popular. 

After twenty years’ work in London 
Davy died in St. Martin’s lane in 1824. 
He was buried in St. Martin’s church- 
yard.—London Chronicle.

A Battleship 
Built of Snow 


Quincy can build battleships of 
steel but it has remained for Barney 
Mullin, a retired man-of-war’s man 
on the watch force of the state, war 
and navy department force to con- 
struct the first snow battleship even 
seen in Washington. 

The inner courtyard of the build- 
ing was the scene of his work, and 
the result is visible from the hun- 
dreds of windows fronting it. 

The grizzled old tar worked many 
hours at his task. He gathered 
several tons of snow and deftly 
molded the mass into the frowning 
lines of a first-class modern battle- 
ship. The ship proper rises about 
four feet from the ground and is sur- 
mounted by a solid snow smokestack 
about two feet high. It is about 20 
feet in length and has an 
width of about eight feet. 

The lines are good, with a marked 
ram bow and french tumble-home 
sides. A large palm leaf fan serves 
and the U. S. ensign 
jackztaff at the bow.

Miss MacKenzie had been under 
subpoens by the state ever since the 
trial began. She is the intimate friend 
of Thaw’s wife and during the first 
siages of the trial the two were insepar- 

able. Lately, Miss MacKenzie 
has been seen but seldom about the 
criminal courts building. There is no 
intimation that the two young women 
have quarreled—Miss MacKenzie prob- 
found her position rather trying 
day after day in the 
room with the Thaw family.

Just what Jerome intends to prove, 
or will be allowed to prove on rebuttal, 
remains as deep a mystery asever. The 
prosecutor himself is probably at a loss 
to know how far he can go in attacking 
Evelyn Thaw’s story and in adducing 
evidence tending to contradict and dis- 
credit her. 

His plan of campaign may be entire- 
ly changed at any time by an adverse 
decision from Justice Fitzgerald. Mr. 
Delmas will make Jerome’s progress 
difficult by continued objections. The 
trules of evidence invoked in the Thaw 
ease differ materially from those in any 
recent murder trial in this jurisdiction, 
and it has been evident from thé first 
that the attorneys on both sides have 
been feeling their way cautiously.

Jerome 
called 10 witnesses during the day, but 
aside from d: from the 
eyewitnesses to the tragedy the opin 
ion that Thaw seemed rational the 
night he shot and killed White, little 
real headway was made. 

Lining up all his forces in rebuttal, 
Jerome decided to open his fight upon 
the defense by attacking the story told 
the jury by Evelyn Thaw. He called 
{to the stand Frederick W. Longfellow, 
formerly an attorney for Thaw, and 
asked him first concerning the case in 
which Ethel] Thomas is alleged to have 
sued Thaw for damages of 
cruel treatment. 

He showed, Longfellow the photo 
graphic copy of the affidavit Evelyn 
Nesbit is said to have signed in the of- 
fice of Abraham Hummel—alleging that 
Thaw treated her cruelly while abroad 
in 1903, “would not tell 
Lies against Stanford White.” Jerome 
followed this up by asking the witness 
if Mrs. Thaw had not turned over to 
him certain papers te which she had 
Longfellow sald she had 
was a long argument between 
Jerome and Delmas, at the conclusion 
of which Longfellow turned his entire 
examination to naught by declaring 
that Mrs. Thaw had never shown him 
a paper similar to the Hummel affidavit 
in any way. He thereupon was excused 
without cross-examination. 

Tolice officers who saw Thaw 
| right of the tragedy declared he 
rationally. 

Many of the witnesses called by the 
state during the presentation of the 
case in chief were recalled. All de- 
clared Thaw seemed to them to be ra 
tional. 

During the afternoon recess Jerome 
sprung something of a sensation by call- 
ing to the stand Dr. Randolph Witthaus, 
a chemist and expert in poisons. Je- 
rome framed a hypothical question 
covering Evelyn Nesbit’s description of 
her night with Stanford White in the 
Twenty-Fourth street studio house and 
asked if there was any known poison 
which would cause insensibility in two 
minutes and permit of the quick recov- 
ery testified to by Thaw’s wife. 

Around this vital point, opening up 
as it did a path through which the 
prosecutor could march his forces in 
attack upon the truth or falsity of Mrs. 
Thaw’s story, the storm of argument 
raged for an hour or more. Jerome 
pleaded with Fitzgerald at great length. 
Delmas, in replying, cited Jerome's 
own words at the beginning of the trial. 
At that time the disttict attorney had 
the court iustruct the jury that young 
Mrs. Thaw’s testimony was permissible 
enly as tending to show what effect its 
relations to Thaw may have had in un 
seating his mind. The prosecutor fur 
ther said that under the rules of evi- 
dence he would not be permitted to at- 
tack the truth of the story. “Now,” 
said Delmas in conclusion, “he is at- 
tempting to do that very thing.” 

Mr. Jerome said he was not attack- 
ing the truth of the story. He was 
calling for an expert opinion to the ef- 
fect that no known drug would produce 
the effect testified to by Mrs. Thaw. 
“My question indicates the answer |

This should be good news to 
all concerned, including the lobster. 
The Fish Commission, fearing the dis- 
appearance of the lobster from the 
bosom of the deep, ‘has appropriated 
$200,000 for special lobster work at 
Boothbay, Maine. The first move will 


be to incarcerate 20,000 breeding lob- | 


sters and it is announced that at the end 


lobsterlets available for restocking de- 
pleted waters. 

But this is notall. The Fish Com- 
mission and the Department of Agri- 
culture have had such success in breed- 
ing fat tailed sheep, long staple cotton 
and rapid-fire egg laying hens, that 
they believe the lobster can not only be 
conserved but improved. 

There is a doubt among the scientists 
as to whether the lobster should merely 
be bred with a thicker shell to protect 
him from his enemies, or whether he 
should have a sting in his tail. The 
suggestion has been made that he mighbt 
be crossed with the flying fish and 
given wings to carry him ont of danger, 
just as Jerry Simpson was in favor of 
crossing bees with lighting bugs so they 
could work nights.

“We want to show that the girl who 
told this remarkable story here on the 
witness stand swore at another time 
under the solemnity of an oath that 
naked—stripped absolutely naked—she 
had endured the lashings and beatings 
of this defendant rather than swear 
to his false statements that Stanford 
White had drugged and ruined her.” 

Mr. Jerome argued that the materia] 
point of the case is whether or not Eve- 
lyn Nesbit told Thaw the story of her 
alleged ruin by White. Without that 
story in evidence he declared the rea- 
son for the defendant's alleged insanity 
disappears. The prosecutor plainly ad- 
mitted the importance of Evelyn 
Thaw’s testimony and he declared that 
he wished by Hummel’s testimony to 
show her own repudiation of the 
charges which, on the witness stand, 
she renewed against White. 

“Thus,” he concluded, “the jury may 
Infer from her own statements, after 


er or not she had within two months 
of that time told this defendant the 
things she said she did.” 

Mr. Delmas objected to Hummel! as 
a witness on the ground that his testi- 
mony had to do with the truth or falsity 
of Mrs. Thaw’s narration and was not 
permissible under the rules of  eyvi- 
dence which have governed the trial. 
He will proceed with his argument to- 
day. 

Mr. Jerome’s contention is that, while 
he may not attack the truth or falsity 
of Mrs, Thaw’s statement that she was 
betrayed by White, he can attack the 
truth of. her assertion that she told the 
story to Thaw at the time she says she 
did. 

Young Mrs. Thaw’s testimony re- 
garding the affidavit was to the effect 
that Stanford White had taken her to 
Hummel’s office after telling her “lots 
of horrid things about Harry,” and that 
she had told Hummel! about her trip 
through Europe with Thaw. She said: 
“Mr. Humme! then dictated a lot of 
things to a man and put in lots about 
Harry Thaw which was not trueat all.” 

She denied signing any paper in Hum- 
mel’s office, but admitted having 
signed some papers later in White's 
studio. She claimed she did not know 
what the papers were. Some time af- 
terwards she says she demanded that 
White show ber the papers. She was 
taken to Hummel’s office and there a 
paper bearing her signature was shown 
her and burned. She was not allowed 
to read it, she declared. 

Almost ‘since the beginning of the 
trial District Attorney Jerome has been 
trying to put in evidence a photographic 
copy of the affidavit. It developed 
Tuesday that the copy was made by the 
same photographer who had been em- 
ployed by White to make “The Tired 
Butterfiy” and other pictures of the Nes- 
bit girl.

Bosioti, March i4.—The lotig pending 
question of whether Harvard would be 
permitted to engage further in intercol- 
legiate sports was disposed of when the 
board of overseers of the college, ac- 
cepting recommendations of a majority 
of a special committee, voted to author- 
ize intercollegiate athletics, though in 
a restricted form.

The majority report reviewed at 
length athletic conditions at the univer- 
sity and paid a tribute to the Harvard 
athletic committee for its accomplish- 
ment of “needed reforms.” But still 
further reforms are necessary, the com- 
mittee thought, and the board of over- 
seers agreed. The number of athletic 
contests should be reduced, expenses on 
intercollegiate games should be cut 
down and professional coaching in any 
form should be done awéy with as soon 
as possible. 

A severe condemnation of football is 
made by Moorfield Storey, the sole dis- 
senting member of the committee, who 
presented a minority report with the 


committee recommendations. Storey 
expressed the opinion that football 


should be abolished entirely on account 
of the abuses in the game. He pre- 
sented a long statement in which he 
argued against the continuance of foot 
ball and in which he quoted often the 
remarks of President Eliot, who has re 
peatedly opponed : football. 


7S LEE “Milk Supply 

New York, March 14.—The depart- 
ment of health has adopted a resolution 
requiring that every creamery or milk 
station which ships milk or cream or 
both to the city of New York shall be 
required to furnish to the department 
each week a report stating the existence 
or non-existence of any one of the fol- 
lowing infections in the households of 
any persons employed in the collection 
or handling of the milk: Typhoid fever, 
tuberculosis, diphtheria, scarlet fever, 
dysentery or any other infectious dis- 
eases. 


Strike Violence Continues 

Louisville, March 14.—Two  out- 
breaks of rather formidable propor- 
tions in connection with the strike of 
street railway employes occurred tn the 
business quarter yesterday, but no one 
was seriously hurt. <A large number 
of arrests were made before the assail- 
ants were dispersed. Several minor 
affrays took place. Twenty cars wete 
operated during daylight hours. 


New ‘Steamer Ashore 

New York, March 14.—While feeling 
her way through a dense fog, steamer 
Gowanburn ran her nose in the sand off 
the south shore of Long Island and is 
fast aground. The steamer rests easily 
and is not believed to be in any imme- 
diate danger. The Gowanburn was 
built two years ago and fs in the Aus- 
tralia-New Zealand service.

Taxes Rising In Scotland. 
Consul Rufus Fleming of Edinburgh | 
ealls attention in a recent report to the | 
fact that during the ten years ending} 
1904 local taxation per capita has in- | 
creased more than 42 per cent. He | 
further states that taxes are especially 
high in Glasgow, Aberdeen and Pals- 
ley, the three Scotch cities that have 
gone deepest into municipal ownership, 
and adds that “the conclusion seems 
unavoidable that, whatever benefits 
municipal ownership may have bestow- 
ed upon the masses, it has not tended 
to lighten the burdens of taxpayers.” 
This is emphasized by the added fact 
that during the last fiscal year of the 
series the running expenses of all of 
the revenue producing municipal under- 
takings of Scotland exceeded the re- 
ceipts by 10 per cent in spite of the 
ridiculously small depreciation allow- 
ance and the transferring to other ac- 
counts of large items of expense.-

“Prophet”? Prepared His Own 


Funeral Sermon Six Weeks 


Betore Death--Three Leading 


Zionists Have Died Recently 


Chieago, March 15.—Six weeks be- 
fore he died, John A. Dowie, founder of 
Zion City and first apostle of the Chris- 
tian Catholic church, prepared his own 
funeral sermon. Yesterday he was 
buried at Mount Hope cemetery, Zion 
City, but his last message was not read 
to his followers. 

Leaders of the religious community 
founded by Dowie decided that the ser- 


| mon would still further estrange the 


factions into which the believers in 
are divided. The watch- 
word of the faith is “Peace be with 
thee” and Dowie’s message from the 
grave was not of a character to make 
this salutation general. In place of the 
posthumous sermon, Judge Barnes, a 


| lifelong friend of Dowie and an overseer 
|of the church, preached a simple ser- 


mon in which he extolled the dead man. 

Although the sermon prepared by 
Dowie was not used in the funeral rites, 
it was given out for publication. The 
document makes it plain that Dowie did 
e his enemies before he died, 
as he lashes those who ousted him from 
control as “dogs of hell,” saying: 

“I shall return, and with ruthless 
hand shall I exterminate the vipers and 
the dogs of hell that now hold the high 
places in the City of Zion. They 
dreamed, and in the grossness of their 
dreams they thought they had _pre- 
vailed over the first apostle. And now, 
priests and elders of Zion, I shall re- 
turn to strike ye down. I shall return 
in another form, brighter and more 
beautiful and ten thousand times more 
terrible, to cut ye off in the midst of 
your sins, and to win back Zion for the 
truth and for them that held to the

Nothing For Larchmont Survivors 

New York, March 15.—As the result 
of an order granted In the admiralty 
branch of the United States district 
court, the stockholders of the Joy Line 
Steamship company have limited their 
lability in connection with the Larch- 
mont disaster to $103.12, the value of all 
that was recovered from the wreck.

It js 
known that within the last few days 
President McCrea of the Pennsylvania 
communicated with the president and 
made it clear that, while he did not 
want to show any discourtesy, he did 
not want to be placed in the attitude 
of rushing to the White House to make 
2 plea for executive clemency. 

“The president's policies have been 
outlined so clearly in his messages to 
congress and in public addresses,” said 
a member of the interstate commerce 
commission, “that it is possible that the 
railroad presidents have decided that 
thelr visit to the White House would 
be useless. The administration has no 
desire to punish the ‘good railroad cor- 
porations’ simply because the ‘bad 
railroad corporations’ refuse to abide 
by the laws regulating the common 
catriers.”

A DOG IN THE HOUSE. 


Keep the Children From the Animal 
if It Is Sick. 

It makes you feel very mean to tear 
a fluffy bit of dog from the child or 
woman who is attached to it, writes 
Margaret Hubbard Ayer in the New 
York World, but in most cases too 
much dog petting Is injurious for 
grownups, and particularly so for chil- 
dren. Families who live in the coun- 
try have possibilities of avoiding the 
evil, for the dogs sleep in barns or 
outhouses. Sut for city dwellers a 
dog is liable to bring all kinds of dis- 
ease germs into the house, and children 
are especially open to infection. 

Setting aside the most terrible mal- 
ady of the dog, rabies, there are hun- 
dreds of other diseases which the pet 
animal can communicate to the human 
being. No one can deny a child the 
pleasure of having a pet, but the dog 
can and should be trained never to lick 
even the hands of a person about it. 
At the first sign of sickness on the part 
of a house dog the animal should be 
sequestered and the veterinary called 
in. Children should never be allowed 
to touch or even to go near a sick dog. 

The dog should never sleep on the 
bed of a child or grown person, partic- 
ularly not of a nervous child. No pet 
should sleep in the room of a person 
who is easily devitalized, as the animal 
takes away some of the alr and some 
of the vitality which belongs to the 
human being.

count of 197. The Commissioner also 
has special appropriations for strests 
amounting to over $15,000.00 borrowed 
on a loan. 

It should not be understood that 
there have been no other items in- 
creased or changes. The estimates of 
the Mayor were $6,248.00 in excess of 
last year, and those of the School Com 
mittee $11,269.90 larger than last year. 
The increases by the Mayor were large- 
ly for pay of police, pay of firemen, 
clerical services in various departments, 
bridges and m\scellaneous, The in- 
creases by the School Committee are for 
pay of teachers and janitors and for 
supplies. 

It surprises many that all. the water 
receipts are not appropriated for the 
expenses of the Water department. 
They now pay the maturing debt and 
interest and the maintenance; why not 
so far as they will, pay also the Metro- 
politan water assessment.* In 1906 the 
water receipts amounted to $105,053.50, 
0rj$26, 831,00 in excess of the sum required 
for the first three items. The Metro- 
politan assessment for water was $46,- 
514.16 and the whole of this sum ap- 
peared in the tax levy order of the As- 
sessors.

Then there is the item of interest on 
temporary loans. These temporary 
loans are not considered as city debt, 
and therefore interest on these loans is 
really a current expense and should 
be included in the $12 limit. If it was 
included the tax rate would be at least 
50 cents smaller. 

This item for interest on temporary 
loans is assuming large proportions. It

MILE-A-MINUTE GALE 


Storni Sweeps New England and 
Passes on to Canada 

Boston, March 21.—An _ equinoctial 
gale swept over New Eugland yester- 
day and caused considerable damage. 
In sovfhern New England telegraph 
poles were blown down and trees up- 
rooted, while in the northern part there 
was a considerable fall of snow, which 
blocked traffie on both steam and elec- 
tric railroads. 

The storm was very severe through 
the section from Greenwich, Conn., ta 
the Passamaquody and well into the 
maritime provinces. The barometer, 
which sank to 28.7, an unusual depth, 
dragged after it a gale which attained 
hurricane proportions in some districts. 
notably Block Island, where the wind 
reached a velocity of a mile a minute. 
The storm, which increased In intensity 
as it moved across New England, was 
scarcely felt in New Brunswick, Nova 
Scotia and Newfoundland. 

It is expected that incoming liners 
will have many reports of tempestuous 
seas from the Grand Barks to their 
several ports.

A LUNAGY INQUIRY | 


Tc Determine Status of Thaw’s 
Mental Condition 


A COMMISSION OF THREE 


Detendant Says He Has No Doubt 
That He Will Be Declared 
Sane--His Lawyers and Jer- 
ome Appear to Be Satisfied 


New York, March 27.—Harry K. 
Thaw may never again face the jury 
empanelled more than nine weeks ago 
to try him on the charge of inurder in 
the first degree. Justice Fitzgerald un- 
expectedly handed down a decision or- 
dering 1 commission in lunacy to in- 
quire into the present state of mind of 
Stanford White's siayer. 

The decision of the three disinter- 
ested nieuw named to conduct the inquiry 
will guide the future action of the 
court as to ordering Thaw to an asylum 
for the insane or directing that the In- 
definitely interrupted trial for bis life 
shall proceed. 

Justice Fitzgerald announced the ap- 
pointiment of the commission privately 
in his chambers. Evelyn N. Thaw was 
there with the lawyers and it became 
ber task to break the news to her hus- 
band in the Tombs. Tearful when she 
left the judge’s rooms in the criminal 
courts building, the young woman was 
smiling and cheerful when Thaw was 
brought from his cell to the hospital 
ward of the prison to meet her. Thaw 
accepted the court’s decision philo- 
sophically and once more declared he 
had no doubt the commission would de 
clare him a Sane man now. 

The personnel of the commission 
named by Justice Fitzgerald lends a 
new distinction to this already notable 
case. The men who will determine 
Thaw’s mental capacity are: Morgan 
J. O’Brien. a former justice of the ap- 
pellate division of the state supreme 
court; Peter B. Olney, former district 
attorney of New York county and a 
lawyer of high legal attainments; Dr. 
Leopold Putzel, a practicing physiciau 
and authority on mental disorders. 

The Thaw jury was ordered last I’ri- 
day to report before Justice Witzgerald 


today. ‘There will bea brief court pro- 
cedure, the jury being excused indeti- 
nitely. Whether or not Thaw will be 


brought into court for this ceremony re- 
mains to be seen. His presence will 
not be necessary. 

No date has been fixed for the first 
meeting of the commission, but the law 


under which the commissioners . were 
appointed directs that they proceed 
with their inquiry forthwith. lr itzger- 


ald said it would rest with the commis- 
siou as to whetber or nolits bearings 
shall be public. In the last case of this 
sort in this jurisdiction—the inquiry 
into the mental condition of Josefina 
Terranova, who killed her aunt and 
uncle—the commission's inquiry was 
conducted behind closed doors. ‘The 
girl was declared sane and subsequent- 
iy was acquitted by the jury. 


The Thaw lunacy commission will be 
attended by District Attorney Jerome. 
The lawyers for the defendant will also 
be present and the commission may di- 
rect and compel the attendance of any 
witnesses it may desire. It is probable 
that Thaw will be asked first of all to 
submit to a rigid physical examination. 
Having undergone several of these 
since his incarceration, he is somewhat 
neryous on this subject, but it is said by 
Lis counsel] that he will do everything 
in his power to aid the commission 
with its work and that he hopes for an 
early opinion as to his sanity. 

Thaw’s lawyers and the defendant 
himself were downcast when they were 
first made acquainted with Fitzgerald’s 
decision, but all were manifestly 
pleased when the later announcement 
us to the personnel of the committee of 
inquiry was made. 

Mr. Delmas in particular @eclared 
that Fitzgerald could hardly have se- 
lected a more generally satisfactory 
commission—one whose decision would 
command more confidence and respect. 
Jerome seemed pleased with the result 
of the dramatic appeal he made last 
week to the conscience of the court, 
asking an- interruption of the trial on 
the ground that the defendant was in 
such a menial state that he could not 
intelligently confer with and adyise 
his counsel and did not understand the 
nature of the proceedings against bim. 

Justice Fitzgerald summoned all the 
lawyers for the defendant and Jerome 
before him in his chambers yesterday 
afternoon. Josiah and Edward ‘haw, 
brothers of the defendant, and Kvelyn 
Thaw, his wife, were telephoned to and 
quickly appeared at the courthouse. 
In announcing bis decision to appoint a 
commission, Fitzgerald read a written 
memorandum which be bad prepared 
for the minutes of the court. He base@ 
his decision on the conflict of atffida- 
yits as presented by the opposing sides, 
anying they were too diametrically at 
odds to permit of a decision other than 
in favor of an impartial inquiry.

Alleged Murderer Acquitted

Death In Automobile Accident 

New York, March 27.—James M. 
Varnum, formerly surrogate of New 
York county and once a member of the 
assembly, was fatally injured last night 
when his automobile, in which he, with 
his wife and Miss Mary Frink, were 
riding, collided with a surface car. 
Varnum received a fracture of the 
skull. He died while being placed upon 
an operating table in a hospital. ‘The 
women suffered from shock. but were 
not seriously hurt. 


Political Offenders Forgiven 

Washington, March 27.—The state 
department has received a copy of the 
decree of amnesty issued by President 
Cabrera of Guatemala, in which he de- 
clares that amnesty is extended to all 
Guatemalans guilty of political crimes 
and of minor offenses, excluding gen 
erals of brigades and major generals 
who had taken up arms against the re 
public. 


Result of Battle With Negroes 

Muskogee, I. T., March 27.—In a 
pitched baitle between deputy mar. 
shals, the city police and negroes here, 
two negroes were killed, one of the po- 
licemen and a traveling salesman were 
fataly injured, and a negro was prob- 
ably mortally burt. The tight was 
started by the shooting of an ofticer 
who attempted to arrest a _negro. 


Attempted Suicide cf aardenes 

Fayetieville, N. C., March 27.—Tom 
Walker, who shot and killed Chief of 
Police Chason and Policeman Lock- 
amy and severely wounded Policeman 
Buckingham during a raid on Walker's 
“bling tiger,” attempted suicide by 
beating his hea@ against the sharp 
steel bars of his cell. He may die from 
concussion of the brain. 


Wage Controversy Not Settled 

Chicago, March 27.—No progress has 
been made toward reaching a _ settle 
ment of the controversy between the 
western railroads and the employes 
who have voted to strike unless certain 
demands are complied with by the gen- 
eral managers. Another conference has 
been arranged for today. 


To Strike on May Day 

San Francisco, March 27.—Union 
men affiliated with the iron trades coun- 
cil have voted to strike May 1. Over 
6000 men are involved. They demand 
an eight-hour day. It is anticipated 
that the small shops will concede the 
cemand, but the larger ones may tight. 


Death and Fire From Lightning 

Chicago, March 27.—A severe elec- 
trical and rainstorm passed over the 
city and John Mueller, an employe of a 
lumber concern, was struck by iight- 
ning and killed. Nine fires were causid 
by bolts of lightning inside of 20 min- 
utes after the storm began.

Gitts From Rocketeller Funda 
New York, March 27.—The tirst dis 

tribution by the Genera! Education 

Board since it received John 1). Rocke- 

feller’s most 


recent contribution of 


$52,000,000 was made ai a meeting of 
the board here when conditional gifts 
totaling $625,000 were made te tive edu- 
cational institutions. The money was 
divided as follows: 

Yale university, $300,000; Princeton 
university, $200,000; Bowdoin college, 
Brunswick, Me., $50,000; Colorado col- 
lege, Colorado Springs, $50,000; Millsaps 
college, Jackson, Miss., $25,000. 

After making these appropriations, 
the board voted to give a total of $42,- 
500 to negro schools, the names of 
which were not made publie lest the 
help of the board should tend to dis- 
courage gifts to these schools from other 
sources. 

With the five principal gifts is the con- 
dition that the institution shall raise a 
specified sum of which the: board's ap- 
propriation shall be a part. Yale and 
Princeton are each to raise $2,000,000, 
Colorado college $500,000, Bowdoin 
$250,000, and Millsaps $100,000. 

These subscriptions were decided up 
on after the board had considercd ap 
Plications from about 400 institutions 
urther distributions will, it was 
stated, be made before long. 

The list of the 28 securities in which 
Rockefeller proposes to pay his pledges 
of $32,000,000 was received, but not 
made public, although it was made clear 
that on a basis of an average income 
ef 5 percent this recent endowment 
would aggregate an income of $1,600),- 
000 annually.

Election Case 
From Braintree 
In Court Today 


Braintree largely represented 
at the district court this morning at 
the inquest held before Judge Avery 
to determine the legality of the re- 
cent town meeting. The inquest was 
held upon the complaint of Henry 
Dugan who was defeated for the office 
of constable. 

Mr. Dugan in his complaint alleges 
that discriminating marks were made 
upon the ballot used at the election; 
that the names on the official ballots 
were not arranged in  alphbetical 
order; that John Kelley acted as an 
election officer when he was a candi- 
date for office; that deputy election 
officers were allowed to assist the 
regular officers in the counting of bal- 
lots, and outside parties were al- 
lowed inside the space reserved for 
election officers. 

There were seventeen names on the 
official ballot for constables, fifteen 
of whom were to be elected. 

Mr. Dugan was not a caucus nom- 
inee, but his name appeared upon the 
ballot by nominations papers. 

George E. Adams, Esq., represent- 
ed the district attorney and C. C. 
Mellen looked after the interest of 
the town. 

Twelve witnesses were sworn in 


addition to Mr. Dugan. These were 
B. Herbert Woodsum, chairman of the 
board of Seectmen; Henry A. Monk 
the town clerk; Wallace Wilson, 
George E. Sampson, Daniel Potter, 
George H. Weatherbee, Daniel J. Gal- 
vin, William Orr, A. G. Anderson, 
William Cuffe, Carol A. Holbrook and 
Edward White. 

The inquest was held under sections 
307—313, Chapter 11, of the Revised 
Laws, as amended by Chapter 444, 
Sec. 13 of the Acts of 1906. 

The witnesses were examined sepa- 
rately, the remaining witnesses being 
in another room. 

At the conclusion of the testimony 
Judge Avery took the matter under ad- 
visement and will report his finding to 
the District Attorney.

A spare mail pouch that was stolen

But One Point For Thaw Com- 


mission to Consider 


PRESENT STATE OF MIND 


Prisoner Went Confidently Be- 
tore His Judges--Said to Have 
JAnswered Questions Calmly-- 
His Counsel Seem Satisfied 
New York, March 29.—Harry K. 

Thaw, for two hours, submitted himself 
to a running fire of questions from the 
three men appointed by Justice Fitz- 
gerald as a commission in lunacy to de- 
termine his present state ofunind. The 
examination was conducted behind 
closed doors and when a few minutes 
before 5 o'clock last night an adjourn- 
ment was taken until today, no one con- 
nected with the hearing before the com- 
niissioners would discuss the details of 
the inquiry. 

Thaw went willingly and confidently 
before his judges and when the two 
hours’ secret session was concluded his 
attorneys appeared with smiling faces 
and declared they were more than sat- 
isfied with the course of the proceed: 


ings. District Attorney Jerome bur- 
ried away from the criming! courts 
building, declining absolutely to dis 
cuss the commission's work. 

The most important feature of the 
proceedings was the decision of the 
commission to limit the scope of its in- 
quiry to the exact language of the 


statute—to determine solely the ques- 
tion as to whether or not Harry Thaw 
is able today to understand the nature 
of the court proceedings against him 
and is able to advise his counsel ip a ra- 
tional manner. 

District Attorney Jerome announced 
to the members of the commission that 
all of the experts that he had employed 
in the case had advised him that Thaw 
is suffering from a typical case of para- 
noia—a disease of the mind in which the 
recoveries are limited to 2 or 3 percent. 
He offered to adduce testimony to sup- 
port this statement, but the commis- 
sion waived it aside, saying that the 
purpose of the inquiry was a very sim 
ple one and had to do not with any 
of mental diseases, but 
state of 


classification 
with the prisoner's present 
mind as judged by laymen. 

In laying down this decision the com- 
mission confronted the district attor- 
ney with the very position he has main- 
tained in putting Thaw on trial for his 
ife. Jerome contends that Thaw was 
suffering from paranoia on the night of 
June 25 last when he shot and killed 
Stanford White, but he added that 
paranoiacs often have knowledge of 
what they are doing and that Thaw 
knew the nature of his act in killing 
White and knew that the act was wrong. 
Thus while medical experts may deter- 
mine today that Thaw is still suffering 
from paranoia, the question to which 
the lunacy commission has decided to 
confine itself deals solely with Thaw’s 
knowledge as to the _ proceedings 
against him and his ability to advise his 
lawyers. 

The commission got under way with 
a rush in the afternoon and plunged 
at once into the personal examination 
of the defendant. Jerome protested at 
first that he was not able to proceed, 
saying he would like to have his med 
ical advisers present during Thaw’s 
examination. He finally stated he 
would have no objection to the examina- 
tion being followed, provided he was 
permitted to reserve his cross-examina- 
tion. 

The commission forthwith settled the 
matter of the presence of the experts 


by excluding them from the room 
along with everyone else, except the 


defendant and his counsel, the district 
attorney and Assistant District Attor- 
ney Gurvan. As to the cross-examina- 
tion by the district attorney the com- 
mission said the matter would be taken 
up when it was reached. 

It is stated that during most of the 
two hours Thaw was before the com- 
mission the notes and letters which he 
has written to his counsel since the 
trial began were under consideration. 
To put Thaw thoroughly at ease, the 
commissioners addressed their ques- 
tions to him in a conservational tone, 
as though he were in conference with 
them, asking him from time to time to 
explain incidents in the trial which had 
called forth certain of the letters pro- 
duced before the commission by Thaw’s 
attorney. It was said that Thaw an- 
swered the questions calmly and went 
into lengthy explanations of some of 
the notes he had addressed to Mr. Del- 
mas while his trial was in progress. 

These notes and letters were made 
part of the affidavit filed by Delmas 
with Justice Fitzgerald when Thaw’'s 
counsel were opposing the appointment 
of a commission. 

Thaw’s examination was not con- 
cluded and he will again appear before 
the commission when it meets tomor- 
row, no session being scheduled for to- 
day. ‘The Saturday session also will 
be held behind closed doors.

for Henry M. Whitney for governor,

Bucharest, Roumania, March 29.— 
The efforts of the government to Sup- 
press the revolt of the peasants have 
met with only partial success. ‘he 
troops are now acting with increased 
energy. A large number of rioters have 
been killed in the numerous conflicts 
with the soldiery, but as yet there is Doe 
sign of permanent amelioration of the 
situation. 

On the contrary, the rioters appear fo 
be becoming more bold and determined, 
and today the situation undoubtedly is 
aggravated. As an indication of the 
nervous apprehension existing even in 


the capital, the new prefect of Bu- 
charest, as a measure of precaution, 
ordered alt shops in the city closed. 


This created the impression that the 
rioters were approaching Bucharest 
and there was wild panic until it was 
learned that these fears were ground- 
less. 

At Tirgovistes a band of peasants at- 
tempted yesterday to raid an arsenal 
and procure a supply of rifles and am- 
munition. Upon being repuised by the 
troops, the rioters set fire to many 
houses in the town. 

The roving bands of peasants in the 
district of Teleorman were surrounded 
and brought to bay yesterday by detach- 
ments of troops. 

At Viaschka a large band of peasants 
summoned to disperse refused to do so 
and opened fire on the troops, where- 
upon the latter fired three shots at them 
from a field gun, killing 70 men and 
wounding many more. According to 
an unconfirmed version of the encoun- 
ter, 200 of the peasants were killed. 

A squadron of hussars sent to Bra- 
bova came in conflict with a band of 
peasants and it is reported that 50 of the 
latter were killed. 

A train running between Bucharest 
an@ Komona was stopped by rioters 
and looted. 

The streets of Jassy are empty and 
the shops still shut. The peasants 
there apparently are overawed by the 
concentration of troops. A serious en- 
counter is reported to have taken place 
at the village of Papanhabestic, in 
which many peasants were killed or 
wounded. 

The bombardment of the three vil- 
lages in the Viaschka district. in which 
rioters had taken refuge, undoubtedly 
resulted in a very large casualty list, 
but the exact numbers cannot be 
jiearned. It is known, however, that 
several hundred peasants were ar- 
rested there. 

There have been sanguinary encoun- 
ters in the district of Dolj, but details 
are lacking. The peasants there are 
very riotous and rumor places the 
number killed and wounded in en- 
counters with the troops at several bun- 
dred. 

The authorities are now beginning to 
use artillery to bombard the villages 
where the rioters take refuge. 

The peasants committed terrible 
atrocities in the Buzeo district, and the 
troops sent thither had orders to sup- 
press the disturbances at any price. 

It is still impossible to give even an 
approximate estimate of the numbers 
killed or wounded since the beginning 
of the disorders, but there is apparent- 
ly good reason to believe that the re- 
ports have not been exaggerated and 
that when the totals finally are learned 
they will be greater than is now sup- 
posed. 

Not less than 11 army officers have 
been killed or wounded. It is reported 
that in northern Moldavia, where the 
rioting was temporarily suspended, 
the peasants intend to recommence 
their pillaging during the Jewlsh pass- 
over if the promises made to them by 
the government are not fulfilled. 

The authorities are doing all they 
possibly can to restore order and some 
of the measures being adopted are most 
severe. 


& Seeking Facts From Roumania 
New York, March 29.—At a meeting 
of the American Jewish committee to 
take some action on the sufferings of the 
race In Roumania at the present time, 
it was decided to send a cablegram to 
Berlin to ascertain the exact situation 
in Roumania and the amount of money 
needed. The committee has about 
$200,000 of undistributed contributions.

Washington, March 29.—There are 
now nearly 8,000,000 more people ir 
continental United States than there 
were six years ago. The above esti- 
mate is based upon figures compiled by 
the census bureau. According to its 
estimate, the population of continental 
United States in 1906 was 83,941,510.

A Political Confizgration Is Prom- 
ised In Ohio 


BOTH WANT NOMINATION 


Senator Plans to Get Enemies 
Under Tait Standard and De- 
stroy Them--Latter Will Ac 
cept the Challenge 


Washington, March 28.—The presi- 
dential play has entered upon a militant 
stage by the issuance of the statement 


by Senator Foraker. It has done more 


to arouse public interest at the national 


capital in the presidential situation 
than anything that has appeared on the 
political horizon since the close of the 
last campaign. It apparently puts at 
rest the numerous stories of harmony in 
Okio. From the standpoint of the 
clever politician the statement is pro- 
nounced by experts an admirable piece 
of work. 

The so-called primary election which 
Foraker declares he will ask the Repub- 
lican central committee to provide 
for are what his opponents in Obio have 
been anxious to obtain. ‘They Lave de- 
clared that Foraker could be beaten if 
the primary system prevailed. He 
takes them at their word, but is clever 
enough to link with his the 
proposition not only of nominating can 
didates for state offices, “but also to 
determine the preference of the Repub- 


scheme 


licans of Ohio as to candidates for 
United States senator and for presi- 
dent.” In other words, Foraker pro- 


poses to array all of his enemies under 
the Taft presidential standard and 
then to destroy the whole bunch of 
them at one fell stroke. 

Senator Foraker said a week ago that 
te had not the slightest expectation of 
being a candidate for the presidency 
and did not intend to ask his state for 


the nomination He expressed the 
highest personal regard for Taft. He 


Indicated his unwillingness to believe 
that Taft had his knife out for him 
(Foraker) and his whole attitude at that 
time was receptive. He was ready to 
shake hands across the bloody chasm. 
Friends of Taft were elated at the 
prospect of harmony in Ohio and were 
anxious to carry to the senior senator 
some dovelike message from the oftice 
of the secretary of war which would 
lay the foundation for a truce. Elmer 
Dover, secretary to the Republican 
national committee and a man _ with 
great experience in Ohio politics, was 
willing to undertake the organization 
of the state in favor of Taft’s nomina- 
tion if it were made plain that ‘Taft and 
Foraker were standing shoulder to 
shoulder. Friends of Taft thought 
that in order to capture the indorse- 
ment of his,state for the presidency he 
would be warranted in sacriticing any 
principle. ‘To them harmony should be 
obtained at any cost. But no dovelike 
message could be obtained by these 
emissaries to take to Foraker. 
Secretary Taft will accept the nomi- 
nation for the presidency and it looks 
now as if he will be called upon to enter 
the lists with Foraker. The Foraker 
challenge is just the sort of thing 
peeded to arouse in Taft that enthu- 
siasm in his own behalf which thus far 
his friends have been unable to inspire. 
The people of Ohio will have an oppor- 
tunity to hear him on a number of o¢ca- 
sions_this summer, as he has already 
made arrangements to make’ several 
speeches on the issues of the day.

Can Be Secured 


On Petition of 
Fifteen Persons 
Under New Act 


By request, the Daily Ledger prints 
in full the proposed act to extend the 
liability of street railway companies en- 
gaging in the business of common car- 
riers of freight, which is being rushed 
through the Legislature: 

Section 1. Chapter four hundred 
sixty-three, part III, of the acts of 
the year nineteen hundred and six is 
hereby amended by inserting the fol- 
lowing two sections after section 
forty-one of said part III:— 

Section 4la. Any street railway 
company which under authority of 
the preceding section has become a 
common carrier in any city or town 
may be required by the board of rail- 
road commissioners, upon the peti- 
tion of the board of aldermen of such 
city or the selectmen of such town 
OR OF FIFTEEN PERSONS residing 
in such ity or town, to act as such 
carrier in such cases, upon such 
parts of its railway, and to such ex- 
tent, and under such regulations and 
restrictions, in any other cities or 
towns in which the company owns or 
operates a street railway, as_ said 
board may determine after notice, by 
publication or otherwise, to the com- 
pany, the petitioners and all persons 
interested, and after a hearing, that 
public necessity and convenence re- 
quire for the reasonable enjoyment 
of a street railway freight service.

No. 53. In Council, March 4, 1907. 
( RDERED: That Ordinance No. 17, an 
Ordinance concerning Streets and 


Public Grounds, be amended as follows 

Strike out all of Section 4, and insert in 
place thereof the following: 

Section 4,—No person shall place or main- 
tain over any street or sidewalk uny sign 
awning, shade or other obstruction, unless 
permission shall have first been obtained in 
writing from the Commissioner of Public 
Works. All such signs, awnings, shades or 
other obstructions shall be safely and securely 
supported. No awning shall be less than 
seven feet from the ground at its lowest point. 
All signs, awnings, shades or other obstruc- 
tions, if built over a sidewalk shall be of such 
width as shall be determined by the Com- 
missioner of Public Works.
